DOMESTIC  man ufact ores  include 
thofe  only  tiiat  are  made  in  private 
Jamiiies  ;  country  mannfac'tuiee  com 
prehend  all  that  are  made  within  tiie 
Hate  in  (hops  or  factories.  I  pfopofe 
to  confider the  hut  kind  in  a  double 
poim  of  view,  their prefent condition, 
and  the  extent  to  which  they  may  and 
be  carried  on  within  this 
for  home  ccnfumpiion,  arm 
foWlcjWrt  itioa.  The  article?  which 
I  {hall  obferve  onat  prefent  are,  wool- 
lens linens;  hats  of  the  different  kinds 
the  different  manufactures  made  of 
leather,  iron  and  hemp. 

If  we  were  to  judge  from  the  num- 
ber of  lheep  and  fulling  mills  novv  in 
this  country,  we  fhould  conclude,  thai 
there  would  be  at  lealt  a  fulticiency  of 
coarte  cloth  made  wuiiin  ic  for  our 
own  uic  ,    but  a  vie.v  of  the  quan- 
tity of  imported  cloth  which  is  Ibid  in 
the  Itores,  will  fatisfy  ns  that  the  fact 
is  very  different.    I  have  been  much 
at  a  lofs-  to  account  way  the  quantity 
of  this  article  which  i*  actually  m  ide 
here,  fhould  be  lb  fmall  when  'Compa- 
red with  the  visible  means  of  mafci  ig 
it  ;  buc  I  have  concluded  that  it  has 
ng  principally  to  two  caules 
It  of  attention  in  keeping  the 
p  ill  a  proper  Hate  to  increafe  and 
prVerve  their  wool,  and  tlie  (hearing 
t.ic  oKl  ones  bat  once  inltead  of  twice, 
and  the-not  (hearing  th;  lambs  at  all. 
Jt  mult  b?  obvious  to  all  who  lee  our 
Iheep  loaded  with  burrs  and  train,  ofev- 
ery  kind,  that  there  mult  be  a  great 
lols  in  the  wood  taken  from  them  both 
inqian  ky  and  4  1  ility.    It  is  fatd  by 
the  belt    farmers    who  have  made 
me  experiment  at  thi  proper  foafaua 
%»the  year,   that  it   is  no  injury  ta 
Jhcep  that  are  well  kept,  to  ihsar  them 
e lit  the  feifoii;  and  it  is  recom- 
mended   as    being  of  fervice  to  the 
lambs  themfelvcsif  they  are  not  too 
tter  to  ihecr  them  once.    It  is  pro- 
blc,  therefore,   that  by  dunging 
or  management  in  theft  inltan.es,  we 
lh>uld  gee    double    the  quantity  of 
good  wool  from  the  fame  number  of 
lirep  ;  and  it  is  within  .he  knowledge 
"every  farmer,  that  the  fecond  coat 
fsjocd  &  the  lamb's  wool  are  of  much 
lue  than  any  other  kind  of 
Wool  ;  besides  bein^  elfentially  necef- 
fary  ia  certain  manufactures.

V  cjhrfortable  quality.    There  appears 
^fciroe  no  good  reafon  why  this  manu- 
facture Ihould  not  be  carried   on  pro- 
fitably in  this  country  on  a  large  fcale, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  fome  of 
our  enterprising    citizens  will  turn 
tiie  it  attention  that  way.

Jt  will  fhew 
eighty  defcripthins  of  crimes  which 

If  to 
this  wcie  added  the  multitude  of 
crimes  which  are  clergyable  on  the 
firtt,  but  are  pribimed  with  death  on 
the  fecond  Convict  ion,  &  the  iilt  were 
Hill  to  be  encreafed  with  thofe  crimes 
which  are  pnnlfhcd  by  w lapping  and

And  tijioti  the  fonnacion  of  govern- 
ment, individuals,  when  giving  up  the 
exeicife  of  certain  of  their  rights  to 
prefer**  the  remainder,  are  fuppofed 
to  have  given  this  right  of  revmg:  to 
the  tnagiiti  aces.  This  lalt  opinion 
has  of  late  been  generally  adopted, 
f  It  hp.s  tiie  fatlaciOu  ;  appeal  ance  of  bc- 
(  ing  conformable  to  the  principles  of 
|  a  free  government  ;  but  it  is  only  an 
appearance.  The  principles  of  a 
Irec  government  niu'.t  depend  upon 
reafon  nnd  fait,  and  cannot  recede 
fupport  irons  a  fuppoluion  of  a  ltate 
of  mankind  which  never  exilltd,  or 
the  exercife  in  that  ltate,  ot  a  power 
falfely  called  a  fight,  the  effect  of  one 
of  the  vilelt  of  human  palnons,  and  as 
in-jonfident  vvith  reafon  and  julhce  ,as 
it  is  with  the  divine  precepts  of  chrif- 
tian  morality.  1  liis  fyftem,  in  coin- 
mon  with  thofe  before  mentioned,  will 
not  bear  the  tett  of  reafon  —they  were 
invented  tojultify  thole  laws,  which, 
difregarding  the  proper  ends  of  pun* 
ilhment,  were  calculated  to  gratify  ty- 
ranny and  avarice.  F  he  right  of  tne 
community  to  initicft  puni fitment  does 
nnt  depend  upen  fylteina,  but  upon 
the  great  and  tm In u table  principles  of 
jnftice.  If  a  man  does  me  an  injury, 
1  am  intitled  to  an  adequate  redrefs  — 
this  is  a  propolition  fo  evident,  that 
the  molt  untutored  mind  will  immedi- 
ately undcrltand  it  ami  ailent  to  its 
truth.  In  all  civil  cafes  tliis  maxim  is 
Deceived  and  acknowledged.  If  a  fu.it 
be  brought  for  a  trelpafs,  the  jury, 
who  arc  the  conftitutional  judges  of 
the  greatnefs  of  the  injury,  ad'els  the 
damages.  If  t!ie  trefpafs  be  of  fuch  a 
nature  as  to  affect  the  com. u unity  at 
large  —for  inftance,  it  it  be  for  a  lall'e 
imprifomnent  by  a  public  ollicer  co/.// e 
f/j-'cii,  they  w  ill  add  to  the  damages, 
ai'tually  fullained,  other  and  greater 
damages,  as  a  puniihinent  1o  the  de- 
fendant, as  an  example  to  others*  In 
this  lalt  cafe  we  readily  difcover  the 
origin  of  the  right  of  pur.iihmeiit  In 
the  former  cafe  we  find  two  individu- 
als who,  though  they  are  in  the  gene- 
ral connected  wirh  the  community, 
are  notfuppofed  to  be  connected  with 
it  by  means  ot  the  injury  done.  In 
other  words,  the  injury  dohe  by  the 
one  to  the  other  does  nrt  alfo  include 
an  injury  to  the  community.  In  the 
latter  cafe  the  peifon  injure  1  acquires 
by  that  injury  an  additional  connexi- 
on with  the  community,  becauft  all 
are  interfiled  to  prevent  the  infringe- 
mentof  the  rights  ot  one.  AH  there- 
fore are  injured  by  the  violation*  of  a 
common  right  j  and  if  in  this  latter 
cafe  the  proceedings  weic  at  the  in- 
ilance  of  the  commonwealth,  a  fine 
would  have  been  laid,  a<  a  redrefs  for 
the  injury  done  to  the  co  nmonwealth. 

Here  then  we  difcover  the  lbttrceof 
the  right  whi  h  the  com  inanity  have 
to  redt efs,  or  in  other  words,  to  inflict 
pnnifhinents.  But  another  object  will 
readily  occur,  which  deferves  the  at- 
tention a  wife  and  humane  legWl  lture. 
It  is  not  enough,  that  crimes  fhould 
receive  the  punilhments  they  deferve, 
it  is  neceflary  that  the  criminals  fhould 
If  poffiblc.  be  reformed  r-^-tlits  is  a  du- 
ty which  is  enjoined  by  benevolence  j 
and  in  the  exercife  of  this  duty,  the 
welfare  of  the  object  and  the  happi- 
nefs  of  fociety  are  united.  But  it  may 
be  obferved  that  rhefe  principles  do 
not  extend  to  jullify  the  taking  sway 
the  life  of  a  man,  however  great  his 
guilt.  This  obfervation  will  undoubt- 
edly be  jiift, and  indeed  no  principle 
Will  j  ait  ify  an  individual  or  the  coin- 
■jnunity  for  fo  doing,  hut  the  moft  ex- 
treme  neceifity  ,  —that  fuch  a  neccUity 
may  exift  i>  certain.  Ifaveflel  were 
Cad  away,  and  two  men  mould  feize 
Upon  the  fame  plank,  infufficirnt  to 
preferve  the  lives  i. f  both,  in  thb  in- 
ftance the  principles  of  neceltity  and 
felf-prcfervation  may  judi  "y  the  one 
pufhing  the  other  from  the  plank,  as 
being  the  only  iiieanj  of  faving  his  own 
life.  If  one  man  be  attacked  by  ano- 
ther, he  may  juftify  killing  the  a  Hail- 
(anc  in  the  defence  of  his  own  lite  ; 
.and  perhaps  the  fame  principle  may 
'juftify  the  pnr.ifhment  of  death  for 
terrain  crimes.  1  will  inftance  the 
-crime  of  treafon,  w  hich  by  endanger- 
ing tlie  exiftence  of  the  community, 
isnakes  it  neceflary  to  put  the  crimina1 
[tod.-arh  In  murder  a)fo  the  criminal 
HpyJullTy  be  fuppoled  to  have  (hewn 
f'fo  wicked,  depraved  and  malignant

cial  ti:  and  fo  fatally  bent  uj>on  rrfif- 
rrpef^"  that  he  can  no  longer,  with 
fafety  to  the  community,  be  permitted 
to  live.  The  man  who  is  guilty  of 
Heating  a  free  per  Con  and  felling  him 
for  a  Ua\e,  thews  a  dif  pofition  equally 
wicked,  and  is  fo  much  the  more  dan- 
gerous, as  llavery  is  worfe  than  Jsxth. 
Upon  the  principle I  of  extreme  nccelli- 
ty  alone  tnen  is  it  juftifiable  to  puiiilli 
with  death.  In  all  other  cafes  the  jmn- 
ilhmcnt  tliould  contemplate  retributi- 
on to  the  party  injured,  where  that 
can  be  obtained — retribution  to  the 
commonwealth,  and  the  refbi iriation 
*f  the  offender.  But  in  cale  the 
offending  is  unable  to  make  l'w 
tribiition.it  is  then  to  be  obtained 
1>"  from  his  1  .bor.  This  brings  us 
to  cn odder  mora  particularly  the 
means  of  reforming  criminals. — 
'J  his  end  no  public  puniihmentscan  ef- 
fect ;  fo  far  from  it,  they  uniformly 
tend  to  harden  the  guilty  and  deftroy 
that  fenfe  of  iliamc  and  regard  to  the 
opinions  of  Oar  fellow  men,  which  is 
not  one  of  the  lealt  incentives  to  vir- 
tue. Can  it  be  believed,  that  the 
wretch'  whole  body  is  marked  with 
the  lhipesof  ignomy,  or  v  ho  hasbeen 
expoied  as  the  objerft  of  fcorn,  Infult 
and  injury  to  an  unfeeling  mo'o,  will 
retire  from  the  dilgi  accful  fcctie  with 
julter  fentiinents  of  morality  I 

Will  it  not  rather  render  him  defpe- 
rate,  and,  finding  the  world  at  war 
with  him,  war  with  the  world  !  And 
it  is  not  a  (mall  confid  •  raiion,  that 
fuch  fpei.rtacles  corrupt  and  inhuman* 
ize  the  people  at  large. 

Experience  and  reafon  point  out  fo- 
litary confinement  at  laboi ,  as  the  belt 
means  of  ref  orming  a  criminal.  iNo- 
thing  can  be  more  uniform,  than  the 
opinions  of  mankind  upon  this  i'uhjei't. 
Under  the  moft  different  climates, 
manners  and  religions,  the  Druid  and 
the  Dervil'e,  the  Anchoret  and  the 
Bowza,  alike  retire  from  the, 
under  a  h>pe  of  improving 
tne,  by  folitary  contemplati 
although  they  lhould  be  fopOOfVCW 
be  hypocrites  and  impeftors,  it  w?ll 
"ftill  prove,  that  the  univci  fa)  opinions 
of  mankind  is  agreeable  to  thai  which 
is  advanced  above;  for  if  it  were  not, 
the  fame  means  of  inipofiiion  would 
not  have  been  ufed  and  l^e^wGipjcefs- 
fnl  in  fomany  various  ages  ^#V^Bn- 
trie! 

But  experience,  the  fureft  guide, 
proves  that  the  prefent  fanguinary 
fyltem  is  inadequate  to  deter  eriend- 
ers,  and  that  the  other  mode  is  more 
fuccefsful.  If  this  be  the  cafe  and  we 
fhould  confider  this  fubjedi.as  unatfetl- 
ed  by  motives  of  jullice  and  humanityy 
and  to  be  decided,  merely,  by  the  dic- 
t'ltes  of  policy ,  a  change  mult  bepio- 
per.  In  England,  where  the  laws  are 
in  fome  inltaiices,  much  more  fangui- 
nary  than  our  own,  and  where  they 
Jeeni  to  have  hunted  mankind  for 
death,  crimes  are  more  frequent,  and 
iucreafe  Take  for  art  inltahce,  the 
otfenres  relative  to  the  coin.:  — Jc^ coun- 
terfeit the  legal  coin  was\^a^5if- 
fertderi  were  not  detericd-^fej^7eM 
burned  throughevery  evafionjpf  waibj*^ 
ing,  coloring,  &c.  to  produce  jtuf/mii- 
litude  of  the  legal  coin-jflj|H«or  e- 
vrii  tender  fuch  counterfeit  moTfcy  in 
payment,  was  to  be  punifhed^ith 
death.  At  lalt  it  was  made  a  capital 
Ott£flC«  for  a  parfon  to  have  in  ptftteffi- 
on  the  means  of  couritei  feiting  ?  What 
has  been  the  event  of  all  this  feyerity 
Olfences  have  not  been  lefiened,  they 
have  multiplied.  The  fame  obfetva- 
tion's  will  apply  to  the  great  variety 
of  larcenies,  which  have  in  that  conn- 
try  been  made  capital.  Italy  has  long 
been  (ligmRtizcd  for  the  frequency  of 
a  Oa  Urn  at  ions  ;  yet  it  is  generclSj  there 
a  capital  offence— there  is  ctit  execp- 
tro.i :  — In  f he  divrlioris  of  the  Grand 
Duke  of  Tufcany,  capital  pnniihmcnts 
are  abolifhed.  WhVt  is  the  effect  ?  fn 
that  country  aflarTinarion  t's  feldom 
committed,  while  in  the  reft  of  Italy, 
it  continues  to  be  as  frequent  as  it 
was  formerly.  Yet  it  was  tormeilya 
capital  dfTence  in  rhat  Hate,  and  was 
then  as  frequent  there,  as  in  Rome  or 
Venice.  One  Other  example  1  will 
take  the  liberty  of  adding.  Pennfyn  I 
vauia  made  an  experiment  of  con— • 
dernnin'g  crimiHa's  to  public  labor, 
which  was  found  inndeq:itne,  o.\iag 
to  the  countenance  given  to  the  crimi- 
nals by  their  abandoned  allot  iites,  and 
the  contributions  they  levied  upon  the 
miftaken  benevolence  of  paflengera. 
In  that  ftate  ci  iminils  are  now  confin. 
ed  to  folitary  labor,  for  times  propor- 
tioned to  their  oiTences.  The  refoft 
has  been  favorable,  as  crimes  have
